Acheson Advises 
Committee Of 
Europe's Needs 


WASHINGTON, 
June 6.—UP)— 
Secretary of State Acheson soberly 
told Congress today that America's 
military assistance for the non- 
Communist world will be less than 
half done a year from now. 


He would not set a shut-off date 


but Secretary of Defense Johnson 
expressed hope for an end to the 
task In 1953 or 1954. 


Appearing before the House 
foreign affairs committee in be- 
half of a second year of the mu- 
tual defense atd program, Ache- 
son would not "hazard an opin- 
ion" how much longer U. S. arms 
aid will be required. 
But in" response to an inquiry by 
Chairman Kee (D-WVa.) whether 
the "major portion of effort" will 
be completed by the end of the 
second year program ending in 
1951, Acheson asserted: 
"I should not think I could say 
that. 
"In these two years (including 
1951) I do not think we have com- 
pleted a major portion of our ef- 
fort.

"If 'major portion' means 80 per 


cent—no, I don't think so." 
The secretaries of state and de- 


fense agreed that arms aid for the 
non-Communist world is the one 
road to peace and security 
left 


• open. 


"The Soviets have roadblocked 
every other avenue," Secretary 
of Defense Johnson testified be- 
fore , the Senate foreign relations 
and-armed services committees. 
The program is a "vital immedi- 
ate step" toward world peace, Sec- 
retary of State Acheson-told' the 
House foreign affairs 
committee 
simultaneously. ' ' 
. Both cabinet officers testified in 
ITtipport of President Truman's call 
for a $1,222,500,000 authorization 
to bolster the defenses of countries 
opposing Communism.

Japanese Peace Treaty May Result 
From Tokyo Conferences Next Week 


WASHINGTON, 
June 5.— UP)— 
Agreement between the state and 
defense departments on plans for 
«. Japanese peace settlement is ex- 
pected to result from a series of 
conferences in Tokyo. 


Secretary of Defense Johnson and 
the chairman of the joint chiefs of 
staff, Gen. Omar 
Bradley, 
are 


scheduled to leave next weekend 
on a Pacific tour that will take 
them in about 10 days to Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur's Japanese oc- 
cupation headquarters. 


John Foster Dulles, Republican 
adviser whom Secretary of State 
Acheson has asked to work on Jap- 
anese policy, also is planning to 
leave Washington for Tokyo about 
June 14 and will be there about the 
same time as Johnson. 


Johnson is said authoritatively to 
be making the trip partly to find 
out for himself at first hand ex- 
actly what MacArthur thinks about 
the treaty and related questions 
of Japanese security. He is thus 
assuming a direct responsibility 
whi"h until recently he had dele- 
gat Jd to former Army Undersec- 
retary Tracy Voorhees, a firm op- 
, 
ponent of any - Japanese 
treaty in the near future. 
peace 


MacArthur's general views on the 


treaty project are well known. HI 
feels that an occupation comes to 
the end of its usefulness after five 
years, that the people turn agains' 
it and that anyway the Japanese 
have earned the right to indepen 
dence by a peace settlement. 
Dulles, for his part, is an adher 
ent of some kind of peace settle 
ment. 
But he is not necessarily 


wedded to whatever line of action 
may have been advocated in pasi 
state-defense parleys by former As 
sistant Secretary W. Walton But- 
terwprth. 


Dulles has made a preliminary 
study of the .problem and is aware 
of demands from Australia, New 
Zealand and the Philippines for 
assurances of protection against a 
revival of Japanese militarism.

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Japan's Pro-Occupation Candidates 
Ride To Strong Victory In Election

Still incomplete returns showed 
the Liberals had won a plurality 
in the upper house that probably 
will stand. 


With only 22 seats still in doubt 
the Liberals had obtained 46 seats. 
The Social Democrats had 30, the 
Independents 16, the Green Wind 
garty nine, Democrats nine, Farm 
o-operative two and the Com- 
munists and Farm Labor parties 
one each. 


The government has announced 
a plan to outlaw the Communist 
Sarty. 
The Communists, angered 


y the plan, have threatened 
to 
retaliate with "human bullets." 


There has been no indication 
from the government what effect 
the plan to outlaw the Reds would 
have on any that might be re- 
turned to office. 


The Communists entered 50 can- 
didates, three 'of them incumbents. 
The present Liberal total when 
combined with the partys' hold- 
over of 23 seats gives it 69 mem- 
bers in the upper house. On the 
basis of present returns the So- 
cialists went into second position 
with an over-all total of 54 and 
the formerly dominant Green Wind 
Society dropped to 50, 


The Green Wind Society buck- 


ed Gen. Douglas MacArthur on a 
tax and reform bill. Their defeat 
in the election was taken as a re- 
buke by voters exercising their 
war-born governmental voice. 
Part of the Socialists vote was 
interpreted as potential Commun- 
ist ballots diverted to this less ag- 
gressive party in protest against 
Red violence on Memorial Day. 
The picture still was unclear 


on the broad international issues 
of a peace treaty and American 
bases. 
Only 26 of the seats de- 


cided were from the nation-wide 
vote.

NEGRO CAN BE 
ENROLLED IN 
U-T CLASSES 


Supreme Court 
Order Outlaws 
Segregation 


WASHINGTON, 
Juno 


The supreme court today ordered 
Texas to admit a negro student 
to the all-white law school of the 
University of Texas. 


Chief Justice Vinson delivered 
the unanimous decision. 


It was the court's second opin- 


ion of the day striking at racial 
discrimination. An 8 to 0 ruling 
outlawed segregation of negroes 
in railroad dining cars. 
In the Texas case, Heman Mar- 


ion Sweatt, of Houston, demanded 
admission to the white law school 
in Austin. He has refused to at- 
tend a now law school for negroes 
set UD by the state in Houston. 


In its dlnincr car decision, the 


high court declared that segrega- 
ting negroes and white violates a 
section of the interstate commerce 
act which forbids "any undue or 
unreasonable prejudice" 
to any 


person using the railroads. 


The high court based its decis- 


ion in the Texas case on a find- 
ing that the negro school at Hous- 
ton would not be the equivalent 
to the school provided for whites. 


WASHINGTON, June B.— UP)— 
The Supreme Court today outlaw- 
ed segregation of negroes in din- 
ing cars. 


By an 8-0 vote the high tribunal 
declared such segregation violates 
a section of the Interstate Com- 
merce Act which prohibits "iny un-

The president's action came as

Volcano Eruption 
In Hawaii Still 
Causing Damage 


HONOLULU, 
June 
5.—UP)— 
Mighty Mauna Loa, a mountain 
with a stomach ache, continued 
its greatest eruption of the cen- 
tury today, spewing a lava flow 
toward the sea that endangered 
35 homes and a lodge area. 
Police at Kona, a village on 


the big island of Hawaii, said all 
residents of the endangered area 
had been evacuated. 
The new 


flow began about nightfall and 
raced at breakneck speed toward 
the sea. 
The lava's path transcends 
the 
southwest slope where the second 
and third flows of last week tum- 
bled into the Pacific. Police said 
it enda'ngers Ohia Lodge and four 
or 
five houses • clustered around 
the lodge, and the village of Opl- 
hall, which consists of about 30 
houses. 
Residents of the village were 
evacuated Thursday and Friday. 
The lava was expected to reach 
the sea In a short time.

A systematic and orderly bulld- 
ng program for the remaining six 
ears (after Aug. 31, 1951) is being 


worked out, Kelly said. The spec- 
ial stdslon of the Legislature pro- 
vided money by a long-range tax on 
cigarettes.

Military Planners Believe A-Bomb Can Prevent War 


WASHINGTON, June 5.—UP)— 


Military planners are sticking to 
he belief that America's apparent 
ead in atomic weapons can pre- 
ent a third world war. 
If one does come, they feel such 
head start would play a 
major 


ole—along with the rest of the 
ation's 
defense 
machine — In 


chieving victory. 
But in conversations with a re- 
orter they made clear they do not 
hink atomic superiority will make 
efense cheap or easy. 
They believe that new .tactical 
tomic weapons-1—weapons usable 
gainst troops and their lines of 
ommunications—hold the key to a 
efense setup which the West can 
chieve without spending beyond 
s means. 
In a radio and television broad-1 


cast yesterday, 
Gen. J. Lawton 


Collins, Army chief of staff, said 
that atomic weapons for use by the 
Army "most assuredly can be de- 
veloped." 


He declared the Army is doing 
a great deal of work toward devel- 
oping weapons that it can use with 
atomic materials. 
And he added that it is "by no 
means impossible" to develop an 
artillery piece that will fire an 
atomic weapon, or guided missiles 
which could carry an atomic war- 
head. 


The Associated Press has receiv 


ed authoritative information thai 
such weapons already have been 
developed. 


Referring obviously to Russia, 


but without mentioning that coun- 
try by name, Collins said: 


"We don't believe the enemy 


would have these weapons be- 
cause there is a limit to his indus- 
trial capacity and his research and 
development field. We think that 
\vc can and are keeping ahead of 
him." 


Apparently, the 
United States 


had a lead of slightly more than 
four years in production of the 
first alomic bomb. The first bomb 
exploded/ in a New Mexico desert 
on July 16, 1945. Not until Sep- 
tember 23, 1949, 
did

Truman announce that an atomic 
explosion had occurred in Russia.

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LETTER TO RUSSIA 


Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhow- 


er has sent a shocking letter 
to the Russians. They will be 
shocked, but the world out- 
side of the Russian orbit will 
take it as a matter of course. 
He has written as president 
of Columbia University, in- 
viting the universities of the 
world to attend Columbia's 
200th anniversary in 1954. 
The letter contains a doc- 
trine that will infuriate all 
Communists: 


"There is one principle 


which all free 
universities 


unfailingly 
must 
defend. 


This is the ideal of freedom 
of scholarly inquiry and ex- 
pression, the right of man- 
kind to knowledge and the 
free use thereof." 
Eisenhower then pointed- 


ly adds, "Unhappily this 
privilege is now being sub- 
jected to serious and system- 
atic attack in many l.:r.ds." 
The invitations to the six 
Russian universities and to 
institutions in Ceaechoslo- 
vakia, Poland and Hungarv 
might just as well have had 
a footnote at this point. 
"This means you." 
The iron curtain iiistitu- 


tions of learning are built on 
the opposite principle. The 
government 
decides what 


shall be believed and stud- 
ied. Any investigation which 
suggests that a government 
higher-up may be wrong is 
liable to be labeled as de- 
viationism," and bring a se- 
vere penalty. 
Apart from all other con- 


siderations, such a system 
must cripple research. 
Not 


for long can a scientist make 
intricate calculations or per- 
form delicate experiments if 
he knows that discoveries 
not in accord with the theo- 
ries of the powers that be 
will bring a policeman to 
demand retraction or haul 
him off to jail.

HANDLING EXPLOSIVES 


The explosion of muni- 


tions being .loaded on a ship 
at South Amb.oy, New Jer- 
sey, 
has prompted Gov. Al- 


fred E. Driscoll to demand 
that the storage and ship- 
ment of munitions be barred 
in the thickly populated har- 
bor area of northern New 
Jersey. He suggests that 
loading of such cargoes in 
that vicinity be restricted to 
nearby Earle Naval Depot, 
which has proper facilities 
for handling of explosives 
and is in an isolated location. 


The suggestion of Gover- 


nor Driscoll is an excellent 
one, and it ought to he ap- 
plied not only in New Jer- 
sey but throughout the na- 
tion. The South Amboy ex- 
plosion is reminiscent of oth- 
ers of similar nature, liko the 
Texas City disaster in 1947, 
the Port Chicago explosion 
in California in 1944, and the 
Black Tom explosion in New 
Jersey in 1916.

he said, "cry hysterically for us to 
turn ourselves into an armed camp 
overnight—without regard to what 
happens to the rest of out national 
life.

"What is called for is a program

national 
strength—civilian 
and military combined—over a per- 
iod of years. 
"This nation's voice In the world 
can never be any stronger than 
our national economy and the will 
of the people to defend their way 
of life. 
"That is why it is so important 
that we press forward with pro- 
grama to increase our productive 
capacity and impi'ove our standard 
of living.
